According to information 
received from the office of 
the Alberta minister of 
Lands and Forests, Alberta 
antelope population levels 
remained constant in Region 
1, south of the Oldman and 
South Saskatchewan Rivers, 
waile a decrease in popula- 
tion was recorded north of 
that area in Fish and Wild- 
life Region 11, 

Aerial survey data com- 
pleted by the Fish and Wild- 
life Division during late July 
indicated a 1971 antelope 
population in Region 1 of 
approximately 7,000 antel~ 
ope. This estimate issim- 
ilar to the estimate for 1970 
indicating average adult 
over-winter survival with 
slightly below average kid 
production, The effects of 
the severe winter in this 
region may have been mar- 
ked by the winter migration 
of a portion of these antelope 
into Montana, The season in 
1970 in this area resulted in 
the harvest of 460 male an- 
telope, 

A decrease inthe antelope 
population in Region 11 can 
be directly related to the 
severe winter of 1970-71 as 
there was no hunting season 
in this area in 1970, A de= 
crease of approximately 40 
per cent in the antelope pop- 
ulation occurred on the De- 
partment of National De- 
fence property at Suffield 
and a decrease of 35 per 
cent occurred in the re- 
mainder of Region 11, The 
total Region 11 population 
is estimated at approxima- 
tely 1,400 antelope. This 
population decrease can be 
related to a very low kid 
production and high over- 
winter mortality,

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A look at Canada’s employment 
situation and the U.S.

With the current phase of 
higher unemployment now 
into its second year, and 
with the economy so far 
having picked up only gra- 
dually, frustrations over the 
Canadian employment situa- 
tion have been close to the 
surface for some time, The 
latest evidence of this con- 
cern emerged ininitial Can- 
adian reactions to the newly 
announced package of U.S, 
economic measures, 

These moves are clearly 
far-reaching in consequence 
both for Canada and the rest 
of the world, but at this early 
stage itis almost impossible 
to judge the outcome, Onthe 
twin objectives of coping 
with U.S, domestic wage and 
price pressures and ofesta- 
blishing a more balanced 
world payments system, 
ere can of course be no 
guarantee that the U,S, ini- 
tiatives will achieve what 
they have set out to do. 

Developments in both res- 
pects will have animportant 
bearing on Canadian eme 
ployment prospects over the 
longer run, while the mea- 
sure of most immediate con- 
cern for Canada is the 10 
per cent import surcharge; 
from present indications, 
this will have an adverse 
effect on a number of Cana- 
dian industries, 

Unless some steps can 
be devised for cushioning 
the sales and profit impact 
on the hardest-hit firms, 
this will almost certainly 
ake a dent in the employ- 
ment that had seemed to be 
in prospect over the balance 
of this year, It should not be 
overlooked, however, that 
the Canadian employment 
trend had begun to develop 
an upward momentum prior 
to the U.S, action, and the 
measures themselves do 
provide a stimulus to U.S. 
business activity in general 
and to continental automoe 
bile production in parti-

Most people have had 
some contact with the tough- 
er Canadian job market in 
the last year or so (if not 
first hand then indirectly) 
and there can be no doubt 
about the priority that has 
been given to the problem in 
the general thrust of official 
economic policies, For pol- 
icy-makers and public alike, 
however, precision in asse 
essing the real employment 
Situation is a difficult task, 

Through its recent cyce 
lical experience as well as 
through its longer-term 
structural development, the 
Canadian labour market has 
changed in many ways from 
that of, say 10 years ago. 

A rapid growth in the 
labour force since 1965 has 
been fed both by vastly lar- 
ger numbers ofnew entrants 
and by a greater proportion 
of women at work, linked 
especially with a big ex- 
pansion of service employ- 
ment, Although these devel- 
opments were largely fore- 
seen, the advent of a bus- 
iness slowdown has nevere 
theless brought home the 


real challenge posed by 
Canada’s labour force 
growth, 


Not least among the eff: 
ects of an increasing pro- 
portion of young people in 
the working force has been 
the impact of their job re- 
quirements on overall sea- 
sonal employment swings. 
This has made accurate ass- 
essment of monthly trends 
extremely difficult, as has 
the indirect impact ofstrik- 
es from time to time. 

Through the first six 
months of 1971, the employ- 
ment trend has firmed a 
little, showing an average 
year-on-year growth of al 
most 2.0 per cent, This is 
still not sufficient, of course 
to keep step with the labour 
force growth, let alone to 
begin to overtake it, At this 
stage in a business recov- 
ery, however, many bus- 
iness firms are cautious 
about expanding their pay- 
rolls, and are still anxious 
to trim costs. 

Looked at in longer per- 
spective, Canada’s record 
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of employment growth in 
the last 10 years has been 
impressive, andsome major 
changes have taken place 
in the composition of total 
employment, These chan- 
ges, it should be noted, were 
far from a mirror image of 
the developing pattern of 
output growth, The big out- 
put increases have been re- 
gistered in the relatively 
capital-intensive sectors, 
Such as the utilities, mining 
and some manufacturing in- 
dustries, 

Stemming from these, the 
amount of direct employ 
ment creation was relatively 
modest, but indirectly they 
produced a significant ex- 
pansicn in demands for 
goods and services of all 
kinds; in the case of the 
Service industries, of 
course, it is often difficult 
to increase output without 
also expanding employment, 
and these industries have 
in fact shown a two-thirds 
increase in jobs over the 
past 10 years, 

Looking ahead, the ser- 
vice sector seems likely to 
continue to play a key role 
in the overall employment 
situation, Increasing de- 
mands for more sophisti- 
cated business and personal 
services, as well as for 
public services such as edu- 
cation and health, will form 
important growth factors for 
the period ahead, But em- 
ployment growth will also 
depend on the kind of ade 
vances made in the goods- 
producing industries, Just 
as the whole employment 
situation benefited in the 
1960's from the dynamic 
effects of progress in a few 
major industries, so it must 
be hoped that a momentum 


will develop around som? 
key areas and thereby gen- 
erate the kind of expansion 
of employment that will 
clearly be needed 

This will take time, how- 


ever, and even if some in- 
roads into the overall mar- 
gin of unemployment begin 


to be made over the next 
several months, the time 
horizon for a major im- 
provement still seems to be 
a fairly long one
